LL humane lawes may 
Ate reduced to athree- 
fold diuifton, vis; ro the 
lawes of nature,the lawes eſta- 


ſtomary lawes. That which 
the ancients did call the law of 
nature(as to do good and ſhun 
euill,doe to others,as we wold 
others ſhould doe to vs)needes 
nogreat learning, becauſe na- 
rurall reaſon draweth men to 
the knowledge of it.
